Police Protect Sylvia

London, May 25.—Victoria Park, in th‘ 
west end, was the scene of rioting to- 
day when trades unionists and social- 
ists attempted to hold a demonstration 
in support of-votes for working women. 
Fifteen platforms had been erected, elab- 
orately decorated with flags. The crowd 
stormed a truck on which were Sylvia 
Pankhurst and other militant suffra- 
gettes and dragged it outside the park. 

Mounted and foot police, by repeated 
charges, finally drove the crowd away. 
Women and men fainted in the crush 
and children were trampled upon. In 
many instances the women’s clothing 
was nearly torn off. There were in- 
numerable free fights and ambulance 


Suffragists paraded with their colors, 
the standard Learerg wearing red lib- 
This was the cause of more 
disorder. The mob tore the decorations 
from the platform and carried away the 
flags aS souvenirs. 

On Saturday suffragettes attempted 
to blow up Weatley Hall at Doncaster, 
owned by Sir William Cooke.

It has been learned, however, that 
the disaster at Sidi Garba was- due 
to a well-laid plan of the Arabs, 

An HFtalian workman named Machia- 
velli. who had been taken prisoner 
by the Arabs, was allowed to 
after being carefully primed 
false information which he 
to General Ganbretti.

General Spinner’s Account of the Back 
Pay Agitation.

The late David B. Hill was elected in 1891 
United States senator by the New York state 
legislature. At that time Mr. Hill was gov- 
ernor of New York. His term as United 
States senator began on March 4, succeed- 
ing his election. He, however, retained the 
office of governor during the entire year, 
only leaving it a few hours prior to the 
inauguration of his successor, the late Ros- 
well Pettibone Flower. 

There was then nine months when Gov- 
ernor Hill was entitled to receive salary ’as 
United States senator, while, at the same 
time, he was receiving 
Salary*as governor of 
New York. Some criti- 
cism was publicly ex- 
pressed and a good deal 
circulated in private, 
for it was feared that 
Governor Hill contem- 
plated accepting both 
salaries, there being 
nothing in the law to 
prevent his doing that. 

He silenced all crit- 
icism, however, when 
he took his seat in the 
United States senate by 
instructing the secreta- 
ry of the senate, or 
whoever the proper 
authority was, to re- 
turn to the Unitea 
States treasury department all of the sal- 
ary which had accumulated between March 
4 and the first of January following, which 
amounted approximately to $4,000. 

At that time it was the opinion of some 
lawyers that although Mr. Hill had covered 
this money in the treasury, yet either he or 
his heirs could draw it out if so disposed, 
for ft still stood as a credit to him.

WHO WAS RICHARD 
PLANTAGENET?

On December 21, 1550, there died in Eng- 
land a poor working man, whose name was 
Richard Plantagenet, about whom there was 
much mystery.

spent the remainder of his life in contented 
obscurity.

Florida, it is true, made less cotton per 
acre, but the cotton of Florida is largely 
long staple, which vields less, and the best 
energies of that state are devoted to the cul- 
tivation of the citrus. fruits and to market 
gardening. 

It is our duty to scan the records with 
the utmost care and analysis that we may 
faults of the past. No citizen 
of Georgia can feel other than a sense of 
shame at such an exhibit, as the summing 
up of last year’s experience in cotton rais- 


correct the 


ing shows. 

Those_Georgia cotton planters who exer- 
cised the best judgment in their farm man- 
agement, made much more than the average 
recorded of 159 pounds per acre, hence there 
must have been millions of acres that made 
less than the pitiful 159 pounds, or the de- 
partment of agriculture dividing the total 
the acres picked would not have 
159-pound average. That the 
average yield in 1912 sold at the average 
price produced a net income below the 
American standard of living, 1 believe every 
political economist will grant. 

The hope of this country lies, not in 
pauperizing the farmer to a level of the 
unfortunate Asiatic peasant, but in elevating 
the standard of living of the American of 
whatsoever section. 

I would not call attention to this shame- 
ful cond?ftion, resulting from all cotton cul- 
ture in Georgia, if I did not believe that 
the only way to reform is to first acknowl- 
edge our sins and then repent, and when 
converted to stand firmly for better things. 

Native Georgians are Of old eolonial 
stock, and must not be pauperized to a bare 
peasant’s subsistence. 

A comparison of the acres planted, and 
the census of the different states’ income 
from other husbandry than cotton, shows 
those states excelling in raising the most 
cotton per acre are states that practice more 
diversification than do we. 

Hence, diversification increases the vield 
and net income of the farmer. If cotton 
were an all sufficient income producing crop, 
Georgia should rank as leader instead of 
lowest of all in the production per acre. 
The statisticians tell us that no people fol- 
lowing agriculture ever yet succeeded 
financially who depended on raising but one 
single variety of farm produce for sale. 


Cattle Culture. : 

Realizing the truth of history, the easi- 
est step toward diversification is to include 
animal husbandry with cotton raising. 

The pessimists even then may remind the 
advoeate of diversification that. the live 
stock enthusiasts have not made good in 
the past. Doubters are seldom entirely fair 
in their deduotions, which are generally 
made from observations that do not include 
all the factors. 

Heretofore cattle raising and the dairy 
industry has been handicapped with a curse 
that no combination of other favorable con- 
ditions could supplant. I refer to the pes- 
tiferous, vampire fever-carrying cattle tick. 

That any farmers have heretofore suc- 
ceeded in cattle raising is to me the miracle, 
not that the many have failed. 

The successful extermination of the cat- 


vield by 
struck the 


tle ticks has revolutionized the conditions. 
Any One who will, may, after the extermi- 
nation of this pest, follow a profitable diver- 
sification of farm. crops. 

Possibilities not to be named in a short 
article are open and inviting that were 
closed heretofore. 

With animal manure in abundance almost 
any desired crop may be raised on.our lands, 
for the table, for the cattle or for market. 

The farmer who diversifies may produce 
500 pounds of cotton per acre, as dairy farm- 
ers are now doing. and this is as practica- 
ble as the 159 pounds per acre which now 
carries the additional cost of $1.33 worth 
of guano. 

The additional 341 pounds of cotton does 
not state all the financial benefit, for the 
beef or dairy cattle are in themselves a 
source of net income as well as the foun- 
dation for a truly profitable yield of cot- 
ton per acre. The most reprehensible of 
facts follows from a study of the govern- 
ment report—that is, that we Georgians are 
robbing future generations of a means of 
agricultural support, as we impoverish the 
land with an all-cotton system. -Our capital 
surplus and undivided profits, represented 
in land, are diminishing yearly, as-this re- 
port exhibits. 

The Prescription. 

That we may realize Georgia’s condition 
having reached the degradation of ranking 
the poorest of all the states in cotton pro- 
duction per acre and profit by an earnest 
endeavor to correct the method that has 
caused the facts to appear tabulated in print 
is my reason for this communication. To 
diagnosticate our condition is but the first 
step t» prescribe a medicine that will cure 
before the disease becomes chronic, is the 
second; and to see that the cure is applied, 
is all that the most skilled may be called 
upon to do, in medicine or in morals. If 
the panacea for the penury accompanying a 
yield of 159 pounds of cotton per acre is 
diversification, then, fellow-bankers, no other 
physician is as well prepared as are we to 
prescribe for the disease and furnish the 
medicine. 

Indeed, where tick eradication is opposed 
by ignorance, a campaign of education has 
to proceed even the palliation of assistance 
on the part of the banker. 

The field of finance we have chosen frr 
our avocation, having elected it as our call- 
ing, our duty is to guide the people away 
from the penury toward which they are 
headed, and where possible assist them to- 
ward financial independence through a hbet- 
ter syStem of agriculture. 

After tick extermination in a county, the 
way is open for banks to loan money tJ 
deserving farmers to buy cattle at our mini- 
mum rate of interest. If the more con 
servative of our directors object to such 
luans, then many of us, impelled by a de 
si:« to serve our citizens, 
farmers out of our individual funds. 

After tick eradication has removed ths 
ever-constant loss to live stock, cattle ap- 
preciate and become a safe, sure collateral 
asset. 

There are other roads 
prosperity. I point out the one I have helped 
to turnpike that progress may be madé 
easier to those who feel the humillation of 
the lesson to be drawn from the recent bul- 
letin by the United States department of 
agriculture.

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HOW DANGER LURKS; 
N GERMAN MEASLES 


It Often Serves as Deadly Dis- 
guise for Real Measles 
and Scarlet Fever. 


If an innocent-looking and apparent- 
ly harmless little ailment comes tap- 
Ping at your dowr this spring, and 
Says, “I am German Measles,’ don’t 
you take anybody’s word for it except 
that of your physician. 

Of course nobody wants to have Ger- 
man measles if he can help it, and 
When the disease breaks out in the 
community, the state board of health 
urges that al] the regular precautions 
®fZainst the epidemic be taken, Lut 
the principal danger lies in the fact 
that true measles or scarlet faver may 
be mistaken for it. 

It In Highiy Contagious. 

While not a dangerous disease ag 
compared with the two latter men- 
tioned, German measles is highly con- 
tagious and persons attacked with it 
suffer from many of the unpleasant 
S¥Ymptoms that ‘ompany true meas- 
les. Single cases seldom seen. The 
disease usually makes its appearance in 
epidemic form. The winter and spring 
months are the usgepl times. German 
measles can be cd@Bmunicated during 
the entire course of the disease, but 
Is most contagious during the earlier 
Stages. The oniv persons immune are 
infants, under six months, and persons 
who have already had it. The fact that 
you may have had measles before gives 
you no immunity. 

The first thing to do in 
German measles to make sure that 
it is really German measles. A simple 
method of diagnosis, after the rash ap- 
pears, is to see if the glands at the 
back of the neck are enlarged. If they 
are, it is probably German measles. 
But this mode of diagnosis is not al- 
Ways sure, and the only safe plan is 
to have a doctor. 

The diagnosis once 
is very little danger It usually runs 
a mild course, and it the patient re- 
ceives the proper at.ention during the 
attack, there will not likely be any 
complications or after effects. 

The treatment is simple. The patient 
should be isolated to prevent the 
spread of the disease; should be put 
to bed and kept on a liquid diet. The 
Physician will sometimes. prescribe 
drugs, or no medicine at all may be 
needed.

Course of the Disease. 

After has been exposed to the 
disease, it usually takes ten to twenty 
days for it to develop. The appearance 
of the rash is usually the only first 
symptom, though it may be accompa- 
nied by catarrhal symptoms and a gen- 
eral “sick"’’ feeling. Fever, if present 
at all, is usually slight. The lym- 
phatic glands at the back of the neck 
are nearly always swollen. 

The rash ustially appears first on the 
face and then spreads; but in excep- 
tional cases it may appear first on any 
part of te body. Sometimes it appears 
as small pimples, sometimes as large 
pimples, and sometimes in large irreg- 
ular reddish splotches. The eruption 
usually lasts three days, but some- 
times runs to six. 

In stating that German measles is a 
mild disease, two things must Ke borne 
in mind; first, that it is highly con- 
tagious, and that just as much care 
should he taken In its isolation in 
any other epidemic disease, and, sec- 
ond, that like other tntrinsicallv 
mild diseases, |! easily enough 
ault: in serious complications, if 
treated with reasonable care. 

In cases where the epidemic breaks 
out in a community the usual precau- 
tions should be taken. Isolation and

The big eastern financial institu- 
tions which loan large sums of money 
for building and other purposes h.ve 
issued a formal statement assuring 
the public that the southern fire in-) 
surance companies will not be ciscrim- 
inated against. This assurance has 
been received by Charles A. Bicker- 
staff, secretary and treasurer of the 
association of southern fire companies, 
in Atlanta. Life insurance companies 
and some financial organizations 
which make large building loans cus- 
tomarily have the right to specify 
where the fire insurance on the build- 
ing shal] be placed. 

After writing to some three score of 
the big life insurance companies, Mr. 
Bickerstaff has received the assurance 
that southern re insurance companies 
are to be considered on exactly the 
Sar. basis as the eastern ones. The 
only qualification required of a com- 
pany is that it shall be a j»int stock 
company, solvent and in a prosperous 
condition. Writing to Mr. Bickerstaff, 
the heads of the big Hfe insurance 
companies said: “We wish you to place}; 
us on record in the most unqualified 
manner as beiag willing to accept 
the policies of your companies com- 
posing the association.’

DEFENDS 8-HOUR LAN 


Jacob Ungar Answers Attack on 
Eight-Hour Law and Says 
It Is All Right.

Jacob Ungar, president of Atlanta 
branch, No. 42, United National Associa- 
tion of Postoffice Clerks, makes an 
interesting statement in reference to 
the attitude of Second Assistant Post- 
master General Stewart, who holds 
that a large part of the delays in 
the handling of mail its incident to 
the operation of the eight-hdpe4law. 

Thig statement from the second as- 
sistant postmastey general has been 
generally published from Washington. 

President Ungar says: 

“The news article appearing in The 
Constitution for May 22nd, entitled 
‘Eight-hour Law Blamed for Postal 
Delays; Measure Partly Responsible 
for Congestion,’ may be misunderstood 
as being a statement from the post- 
office department. Every 
Wherein the eight-hour law is blamed 
for alleged poor postal service, is er- 
roneous and misleading, and 
to be the hasty composition of one who 
knows nothing of this law, its 
on, or its application to, the 
service. 

“Note 
enacted by congress 
consideration: 

‘That on and after Mareh 4, 
ing the passage of thie act, letter carriers 
the city delivery service and clerka in first 
second-clase postofficea shall ge required 
work not more than eight hours ai day: 
vided, that the elght hours of service 
not extend over a longer period than ten 
secutive houra, and the schedule of duty of 
enrployeea hall be regulated accordingly 

2. That in cases of emergency, 
of the aervice require, lette; 
y delivery service and clerks 
and e@eecond-class postoffices can be 
work in excese of eight hours a day, 
@uch additional aervices they shall 
xtra in. proportion to their salaries 
by law. 
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8. That ahould the needs of 
the employment on Sunday 
carriers in the city delivery service 
in first and second-class postoffices, 
ployees who are required and ordered 
form Sunday work shall be allowed compen- 
satory time on one of the six working days 
following the Sunday .on which they perform 
such service. 

“Sec 4, That all acts or parts of acts in- 
consistent with this act are hereby repealed.’’ 

“The construction of this law is very 
simple, and it can be applied but one 
way. It means eight hours of work 
a day, extra pay for overtime, and 
time off on a week day for Sunday 
work. 

“An eight-hour day ifs nothing new 

Atlanta and other large offices 
through the country. The clerks who 
handle the malls tin this office have 
been working on an efght hour a day 
basis for some time previeus to the 
passage of this act. On the first of 
the month, and at other times when 
the volume of mail was large, the 
clerks worked overtime and were 
given time off on ‘light’ days for thie 
extra service. Those clerks who were 
required to work on Sunday were al- 
lowed compensatory time on a week 
day for such Sunday work, 

“With a practical arrangement of 
schedules, it Is possible to handle the 
mails in an expeditious manner with- 
out requiring a clerk to work over 
eight hours. Where the exigencies of 
the service require it, the law does 
not prohibit 
than eight hours, but stipulates that 
he shall be paid for such’overtime at 
the rate of hig. Salary. 

“Overtime work ig unnecessary, 
the work is properly schedyed, dur- 
ing more than two or inasenys a 
month, and then for only about two 
hours each day. This law was passed 
for the purpose of fixing the eight 
hours within a period of ten, where, 
heretofore in sOme instances, a clerk 
had a tour of duty extending over 
twelve hours. Congress considered 
it to the best interest of the effi- 
ciency of the clerk to Iimit the day's 
work of eight hours within ten, and 
framed the law accordingly. at: 3& 
reasonable and just, and a postoffice 
clerk should certainly not be r@qulired 
to work longer hours than doés any 
artisan. The work of the postoffice 
clerk is arduous; he is the hardest

Rome, May 25.—A most important 
task, whose solution will be of the 


greatest interest to the American farm- | 


@r has been undertaken by the Ameri- 
can commission on agricultural organi- 
fation, co-operation and rural credits 
now studying the systems at work: in 
Various countries in Europe.

ACROSS NICARAGUA 


Minister Castrillo Says United 
States Will Build—2,000 Miles 
Shorter Than Panama Route. 


Washington, May 25.—Another great 
Atlantic-Pacific waterway, making a 
Ship route between the eastern and 
western coasts of the United States 
2,000 miles shorter than through the 
Panama canal, will be built soon by 
the United States, in the opinion of 
Dr. Salvador Castrillo, retiring Nica- 
Faguan minister. Dr. Castrillo, whos 
leaves this week for Europe on an im- 
portant mission for his government, 
deciared in a statement tonight that 
he believed a canal treaty would be 
negotiated between the United States 
and Nicaragua and that a canal would 
be constructed across his country. 

The Nicaraguan diplomat has been 
a fréquent caller at the state depart- 
ment site Secretary Bryan came into 
office ana the latter, after an exten- 
sive study of the problems involved in 
the proposed treaty negotiations, has 
@aid that his mind is open. 

The canal treaty, an inheritance from 
the Taft administration, was negotiat- 
ea by Minister Weitzel last winter and 
-fhas received the approval of the Nica- 
raguan government. By its terms Nica- 
ragua, for $3,000,000 would grant the 
constructTr $SHSHRDILU CMFW YP 
United States the exclusive right to 
construct a canal across Nicaragua by 
way of San Juan river and Lake Nica- 
rauga. This. government also woulda 
have a right to acquire a coaling sta- 
tion in the bay of Fonseca, on the Paci- 
fic side of the coast. 

“IT am greatly encouraged by Mr. 
Bryan’s assurance that he has a broad 
view of the suwbject,’’ said Dr. Cas- 
trillo 
He believes the Nicaraguan canal is 
commercial necessity. “After all,’’ 
“the Panama canal is of mili- 

strategic importance, but 
is realized that the Nicara- 
agzuan canal wold shorten the route 
to the Pacific coast by an additional 
2.000 miles, [ am convinced that it will 
be built. When the first of the great 
Pacific rallroads was bullt across the 
United States it was thought that it 
would be sufficient for all commercial 
needs. It, however, onTwserved to em- 
phasize the demand for \other lines 
whfch were speedily built.” 

ltr. Castrillo has not been able to 
aw an understanding with the state 
department in the Nicaraguan loan ne- 
gotiations. secretary Bryan hais 
favored the deal with the New York 
bankers, but he has not given assur- 
@nces that will satisfy the New York 
financiers. The doctor's Furopean mis- 
Bion will take him to France, Spain, 
Belgium, Italy and probably other 
countries.

-and Dr. Brown was a familiar figure 
in Georgia. He was an intimate friend 
of Robert Toombs and Howell Cobb 
and other Georgtans of that day of 
intellectual giants, and his visits to 
Atlanta took place as often as col- 
lege duties would allow. It was Dr. 
Brown's influence that sent so manv 
young southerners to Washington and 
Jefferson. 

Southern Patronage Falls Off. 

In 1865, just at the close of the 
civil war, the two colleges, which had 
been conducted separately, were com- 
bined, and they have been one institu- 
tion since then. Southern patronage 
fell off in those troublous times, of 
course, and it was years after the 
war before the south began sending 
its sons north again.

CRYING EVIL OF DAY 


Robt. Alston Criticises Tendency 
of Some Corporations to Med- 
dle in the Political Field. 


Likening those. corporations which 
rally political power about them to 
feudal barons gathering their military 
underloads, Robert Alston, general 
counsel for the Southern Express com- 
pany, denounced the crying evil of 
the day as a general apathy which 
enables those holding adverse inter- 
ests to possess themselves of the 
spoils. 

“The public is enraged by a des- 
potic class of servants,” said Mr. Als- 
ton in an address to students of the 
Atlanta Law séhool, and members of 
the local bar. “There is an irrepressa- 
ble tendency on the part of some cor- 
to meddle in politics, and 


of self-seeking corpora- 


“The rapid and continued accumula- 


| tion of wealth by corporate power is 
| the 


next great evil we will have to 
combat,” said Dean Hamilton Doug- 
las in introducing Robert Alston as 
one of the first graduates of the At- 
lanta Law school and now of the lead- 
ing corporation lawyers of the south. 

“Our constitution is nearly all cOm- 
mercial,” said Mr. Alston. “The bill 
human rights is embodied in the 
amendments. How great is the power 
conferred by less than a dozen words: 
‘Con@ress shall have the power to 
regulate commerce between the sev- 
eral states.’ That clause is like an 
inverted cone. Volumes upon volumes 
of laws are based on those few words. 
They are the eleven words of destiny 
of the constitution.” 

Commenting upon how the Webb Dill 
can be sustained, Mr. Alston said: 
“While congress has no power to pro- 
hibit all commerce, it has the power 
to prohibit all things in commerce 
which poison the whole. This may 
mean liquor, it may mean Interstate 
traffic in women. 

“White slavery is an evil which 
comes in waves, and today the public 
is either more aroused, or there is 
more than ever of white slavery. To 
bring a woman from one state to an- 
other: for immoral purposes is uncon- 
stitutional, and Jack Johnson was con- 
victed on seven counts for white slav- 
ery because he did this. 


“Though the fight against highly 


commercialized vice is now on in 
earnest, another phase of interstate 
commerce has a big commercial signifi- 
cance. Corporations operating in re- 
straint of trade have been declared 
illegal, but the smaller of the great 
manufacturers do not really know if 
they operate in restraint of trade. 
They are in a twilight zone. 

“The idea of state’s rights was 
knocked into a cocked hat by the em- 
ployers’ liability act. The federal gov- 
ernment can now dictate to trains run- 
ning between points in different states 
as to headlights, breaks and the rates 
they shall charge. If there is a mil- 
lion dollars of intrastate merchandise 
in a train, and but one dollar of inter- 
state goods, the national government 
has now the right to intervene.” 

After his address on interstate com- 
merce, Dean Hamilton Douglass an- 
nounced that Mr. Alston had offered 
a prize in the form of a gold medal, to 
be awarded every year to that member 
of the senior class of the Atlanta Law 
school, who -writes the best thesis on 
some phase of interstate eommerce. 
This yeaf the subject for the Alston 
prize is “The Civil Rights Cases.”
